To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Uxbridge  Urban  District  Council, 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the 
Uxbridge  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1906.  The 
scheme  follows  the  lines  now  generally  adopted.

/  This  again  compares  unfavorably  with  the  previous  year,  when  the  number 
was  262,  for,  of  course,  a  smaller  population  : — the  rate  per  1,000  working  out 
jk  27*3,  as  compared  with  283  last  year.

Legitimate  births.

DEATHS. 


The  nett  total  of  deaths  at  all  ages  belonging  to  the  district  was  151, 
giving  a  rate  of  16*2  per  thousand  persons  living;  this  is  an  improvement  on 
<ast  year’s  figures,  which  were  159  deaths  and  173  per  1,000 ;  the  average  rate 
for  the  last  ten  years  works  out  at  16  8  per  1000  ;  so  that  there  is  no  marked 
'improvement.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  occurring  within  the  district  being 
1 30;  the  remainder  21  include  deaths  at  the  Workhouse,  County  Lunatic 
Asylum,  London  Hospitals,  &c.

The  most  common  cause  of  death  is  Tuberculosis,  19  deaths  being  directly 
attributable  to  this  cause  during  the  past  };ear,  while  in  several  other  instances 
it  is  mentioned  as  a  secondary  cause.  Here  we  have  an  infectious  disease,  and 
the  most  fatal  infectious  disease,  and  yet  the  Sanitary  Authority  has  practically 
mo  control  over  the  individual  cases  and  even  has  no  knowledge  of  the  cases 
themselves  until  notified  after  death.  Surely  it  is  desirable  to  exercise  some 
control  over  individuals  suffering  from  and  disseminating  this  the  most  common 
of  all  diseases  ;  practically  speaking  no  means  of  prevention  can  be  satisfactorily 
adopted  until  compulsory  notification  is  in  force, 
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Heart  disease  comes  next  with  16  deaths,  but  of  these  9  were  over  65  years 
of  age. 

It  should  be  noted  that  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  organs  form  about  J-  of 
the  total  number. 

Over  j-  of  the  total  occur  before  the  age  of  5  is  reached.  While  between 
the  ages  of  5  and  25  only  8  occur,  i.e.,  about  T\  of  the  total. 

INFANTILE  DEATH  RATE. 

Thirty  deaths  of  Infants  occurred  under  1  year  of  age,  giving  a  rate  of 
1 1 8 •  5  for  every  1,000  births;  this,  I  regret  to  say,  is  a  higher  figure  than  last 
}7ear,  and  is  partly  attributable  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Diarrhoea  which  so  frequently  accompanies  a  dry  and  dusty  summer. 

In  this  connection  I  may  mention  that  I  have  drawn  up  a  sheet  with 
directions  to  mothers  for  the  feeding  and  care  of  children  under  the  age  of 
1  year,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  it  has  proved  of  some  value  to  many 
women.  These  sheets  are  given  out  by  the  Registrars  of  Births  and  also  by 
District  Visitors  whom  I  have  endeavoured  to  interest  in  the  matter. 

The  causes  of  death  were  Whooping  Cough,  1  ;  Diarrhoea,  9;  Tubercular 
diseases,  I  ;  Pneumonia,  2  ;  Venereal  disease,  1  ;  Premature  Birth,  7 ; 
Accident,  r.  A  large  number  of  these  are  due  to  preventable  causes. 

SENILE  MORTALITY. 

Forty-four  deaths  occurred  amongst  persons  65  years  of  age  and  upwards  ; 
a  decrease  of  7  on  last  year’s  figures. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

The  seven  Zy  motic  diseases  are : — Small-pox,  no  deaths ;  Measles,  1  ; 
Scarlet  Fever,  1  ;  Diphtheria,  I ;  Whooping  Cough,  5  ;  Fever  (Typhus,  Typhoid 
and  other  continued  fevers),  o  ;  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  10 ;  giving  a  total  of  18, 
and  a  rate  of  17  per  1,000  persons  living. 

I  would  here  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  Whooping  Cough  and 
Diarrhoea,  two  of  the  non-notifiable  diseases,  and  diseases  practically  confined  to 
children  form  nearly  90  per  cent,  of  the  total, 
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NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

A  table  is  appended  shewing  the  number  of  notifications  received  from  the 
two  parishes  constituting  your  district. 

The  district  has  now  been  completely  free  from  Small-pox  for  over  two 
years. 

One  case  of  Enteric  (Typhoid)  Fever  occurred,  the  source  of  which  was  not 
traced. 

Sixteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  scattered  over  the  district,  in  only  two 
or  three  instances  could  they  be  traced  to  a  previous  case. 

Twelve  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  ;  taking  into  consideration 
the  amount  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  surrounding  districts  this  is  not  a  high  number — - 
as  in  only  two  or  three  cases  was  a  case  followed  by  a  second  that  could  in  any 
way  be  attributed  to  it. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  these  two  diseases  (Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever) 
are  spread  to  a  great  extent  by  undetected  slight  cases,  so  that  it  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  for  parents  to  be  especially  careful  in  all  cases  of  Sore  Throat 
amongst  children. 

Varicella  is  no  longer  notifiable  in  the  district. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis  (so  called  Spotted  Fever,  a  bad  name,  as  a  rash 
is  by  no  means  universal)  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases  for 
one  year  from  October,  1906;  fortunately  no  case  has  yet  been  recorded  in  this 
district,  though  cases  are  cropping  over  many  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  have 
recently  become  a  very  serious  matter  in  Scotland  and  Ireland.  It  is  being 
accompanied  by  a  very  high  death  rate. 

DISINFECTION. 

I  must  again  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  a 
steam  disinfector — fortunately  no  disease  has  assumed  an  epidemic  character 
this  year;  but  the  difficulties  in  satisfactorily  disinfecting  bedding  and  clothing 
are  at  present  very  great.  The  Council  passed  a  resolution  enabling  me  to  offer 
disinfection  of  rooms,  etc.,  in  cases  of  deaths  from  Tubercular  disease  and  in  other 
cases  where  requested  by  the  medical  practitioner  in  attendance. 

One  hundred-and-twenty-six  rooms  have  been  disinfected,  and  in  24  cases 
the  walls  were  stripped  and  cleansed, 
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HOUSING  AND  SANITATION. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  are  13  registered,  these  have  been 
frequently  visited  ;  9  contraventions  of  regulations  were  discovered  and 
rectified. 

I  would  again  draw  attention  to  the  desirability  of  the  adoption  of 
bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of  “  houses  let  in  lodgings  ”  in  view  of  the 
continued  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  occupied  by  more  than  one 
family  ;  it  is  only  by  the  existence  of  such  Bye-laws  that  proper  cleanliness 
can  be  enforced,  overcrowding  prevented,  and  epidemic  disease  satisfactorily 
controlled. 

Seven  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered  ;  notices  were  served  and 
in  all  cases  the  nuisance  was  abated. 

In  53  cases  dilapidated  and  dirty  houses  were  repaired  and  cleansed; 
6  houses  have  been  demolished;  310  houses  inspected  “house  to  house”; 
198  cautionary  notices  given,  and  58  statutory  orders  issued. 

Forty  new  dust  bins  have  been  provided  ;  and  in  this  connection  I  must 
again  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  only  a  fortnightly 
collection  of  refuse  is  made,  and  that  Uxbridge  stands  alone  in  Middlesex  in 
this  respect  ;  in  all  other  Urban  districts  a  weekly  or  bi-weekly  collection 
is  made. 

The  water  supply  has  been  sufficient  and  of  good  quality  ;  an  improvement 
in  the  supply  to  the  high  levels  is  now  being  made. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. —  A  scheme  is  now  before  the  Local  Government 
Board  whereby  Harefield  Road  (the  only  part  of  the  district  unconnected  to 
the  sewers)  will  be  joined  to  the  main  system.  Notices  have  been  served  by 
order  of  the  Council  to  enforce  the  provision  of  a  separate  W.C.  to  every 
house. 

Twenty-nine  new  water  closets  have  been  constructed,  and  65  repaired 
or  improved. 

In  177  cases  have  drains  been  tested,  repaired,  or  ventilated. 

One  cesspool  has  been  abolished. 

The  question  of  a  public  Lavatory  is  still  before  the  Council. 
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There  are  264  canal  boats  registered  ;  7  contraventions  were  discovered 
and  rectified. 

Thirteen  caravans  were  observed  during  the  year. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT. 

There  are  68  workshops,  etc.,  in  the  district;  20  cases  of  contravention 
were  discovered  and  rectified. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  13  registered,  one  being  underground,  4  contraventions  of 
Factory  Acts  were  discovered  and  rectified. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  now  5  in  the  district,  an  increase  of  one  on  last  year. 
This  new  slaughter-house  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Council  in  spite  of  a  strong 
protest  from  myself  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  site  is  a 
most  unsuitable  one  and  directly  opposes  the  recommendations  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  on  the  subject. 

With  regard  to  the  other  slaughter-houses,  they  are  all  wooden  structures, 
which  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  keep  satisfactorily  clean,  and  I  would  urge  the 
desirability  of  adopting  the  principle  of  licensing  no  more  slaughter-houses,  and 
of  considering  the  erection  of  a  public  slaughter-house  as  is  now  being  done  in 
various  yarts  of  the  country,  thereby  simplifing  considerably  the  inspection  of 
meat,  and  the  proper  supervision  of  slaughtering  under  sanitary  conditions. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Three  animals  were  seized  and  4  parcels  or  articles  condemned. 

Cowsheds ,  Dairies ,  Milkshops . — There  are  14  in  the  district.  The  Veterinary 
Inspector’s  report  is  appended.

Important  Advice  to  Parents  on  the  care 

of  Children. 


1.  — For  the  first  eight  months  of  life  the  Infant’s  Food  should  be 
restricted  to  Mother’s  Milk,  which  is  the  natural  food,  and  this  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  imitated. 

2.  — If  the  Mother  is  unable  to  nurse  the  child,  cow’s  milk  properly  diluted 
(and  boiled  in  summer  time)  should  be  given. 

For  the  first  two  months  give  twice  as  much  water  as  milk. 

From  two  to  three  months  give  equal  parts  of  milk  and  water. 

From  three  to  six  months  give  one  third  part  of  water. 

Each  bottle  should  be  sweetened  with  a  little  sugar. 

3.  — The  amount  of  food  to  be  given  at  each  meal,  and  the  intervals  between 
the  meals,  should  be  as  follows  : —

NOTE. — One  ounce  is  equal  to  two  tablespoonfuls. 

Prepare  no  more  milk  than  can  be  taken  at  one  meal.  What  is  left  in  tfie  bottle 

should  be  thrown  away. 
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4- — Never  on  any  account  give  a  baby  starchy  foods  such  as  Potatoes, 
Porridge,  Arrowroot,  Cornflour,  Sago,  Rice,  Bread,  Biscuits ;  the  juices  for 
digesting  these  are  not  formed  till  the  7th  or  8th  month  when  the  teeth 
begin  to  appear. 

5.  — -Ihe  child  should  be  weaned  gradually  about  the  age  of  nine  months, 
when  other  food  may  be  allowed  such  as  a  little  boiled  bread  and  milk,  rusks 
soaked  in  milk,  yolk  of  egg  and  milk,  beef  tea,  fine  oatmeal,  mutton  broth. 
Never  give  Wine ,  Beer,  Spirits ,  Tea)  Coffee ,  Cake  or  Sw  ets. 

6.  —  Condensed  milk  is  never  so  good  for  infants  as  fresh  milk,  but  if  it  is 
used,  it  must  be  condensed  whole  milk,  not  “skimmed”  or  “  separated.” 

7.  — Feeding  bottles  must  be  kept  scrupulously  clean  and  placed  in  hot 
water  and  thoroughly  rinsed  after  each  feed  ;  the  best  form  is  the  boat-shaped 
bottle  with  short  teat  ;  never  use  a  bottle  with  an  indiarubber  tube.  Neglect  of 
this  causes  many  infantile  deaths  every  year  through  diarrhoea. 

8.  — The  child  should  be  bathed  in  tepid  water  night  and  morning  and 
carefully  dried.

A  flannel  binder  should  be  worn  round  the  stomach  and  abdomen  next 
the  skin;  it  should  be  sufficiently  wide  to  cover  the  whole  belly  from  hips  to 
chest,  and  long  enough  to  go  twice  round  the  body. 

9.  — Healthy  infants  should  be  taken  into  the  fresh  air  whenever  the 
weather  permits. 

10.  — To  prevent  suffocation  by  overlaying ,  which  is  due  to  gross  carelessn<  ss, 
every  young  infant  should  sleep  in  a  cot  by  itself.  A  suitable  cot  can  be  made  for 
a  few  pence  out  of  an  orange  box  or  similar  receptacle.

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NOTES  TO  TABLES  IV.  AND  V. 

(a)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “Residents”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or  without 

the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age  groups 
(columns  2-8).  They  are  also, _  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in  their 
respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by  the 
Registrars.  Deaths  of  “Non-residents”  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like 
manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  Table  IV. 

( b )  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “Residents”  and  “Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the 

“Public  Institutions”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“  Localities  ”  in  TABLE  IV.  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(0  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of  “  Residents”  or 
of  “  Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  [a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last 
column  of  Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the 
year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

{d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities”  in  columns  9-15  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  those  for 
the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in 
column  2  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year 
in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

*{e)  Under  the  heading  of  “Diarrhoea”  are  to  be  included  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Epidemic 
diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis,  Infective  enteritis,  Zymotic  enteritis,  Summer  diarrhoea,  Dysentery 
and  Dysenteric  diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea,  Cholera  and  Cholera  nostras. 

In  addition,  and  as  regards  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  under  the  heading  “  Diarrhoea” 
in  column  3  (Table  IV.)  are  to  be  included  all  deaths  classified  as  “  Diarrhoeal  diseases  ”  in 
Table  V. 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  in  Table  IV.,  are  to  be  included  only  deaths  over  one 
year  of  age  registered  as  due  to  Enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  Gastro-enteritis,  Gastric  catarrh, 
Gastritis,  and  Gastro-intestinal  catarrh, unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the 
certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have  reason  for 
including  such  deaths,  under  the  specific  term  “  Diarrhoea.”  Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to 
some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

(/)  Under  the  headings  of  “  Cancer  ”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all  registered 
deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms.  Thus:  Under  “Cancer”  should  be 
included  deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma, 
Villous  tumour,  and  Papilloma  of  bladder,  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “  Puerperal  Fever  ”  are  to  be 
included  deaths  from  Pyaemia,  Septicaemia,  Sapraemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis,  Peri-  and  Endo- 
Metritis  occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

[g)  Under  “Congenital  Defects”  in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Atelectasis,  Icterus 

neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage.  Malformations  and  Congenital  hydrocephalus. 

[h)  Under  “  Tuberculous  Meningitis”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute  hydrocephalus. 

(/')  Under  “Other  Tuberculous  Diseases”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  Tuberculosis  of 
bones,  joints  and  other  organs,  Lupus  and  Scrofula. 

(;)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases  are  to  be  classed  as 
“  Certified  ”  ;  all  other  deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as  “  Uncertified.” 

In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.  IV.  and  V.,  attention 

has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.

should  tally  with  the  sum  of  deaths  under  “Diarrhoea  all  forms,”  entered  in  the  final  column  of  Table  V.

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INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES  AND  STOCK. 


Gentlemen, 


Uxbridge, 

December  jist ,  igo6.- 


I  have  the  honour  of  informing  you  that  during  the  past  year  I  have  made 
a  systematic  inspection  of  all  the  Cows  that  are  within  the  area  of  the  Uxbridge 
Urban  Council. 

The  Cows  may  be  described  as  being  at  the  present  time  in  a  very  healthy 
condition,  and  no  evidence  of  suspicion  in  any  of  their  udders. 

Earlier  in  the  year  a  case  of  Tubercle  of  the  Udder  was  detected,  but  was 
dealt  with  satisfactorily,  and  the  Medical  Officer  was  also  informed,  this  case 
was  mentioned  in  Special  Report. 

In  one  or  two  of  the  cases,  infringements  of  the  Council’s  bye-laws  have 
been  noted,  but  these  have  not  been  of  a  serious  nature  and  have  been  promptly 
;  remedied,  when  pointed  out.

As  a  rule  the  Cowsheds,  Shops,  Dairies  and  Washing-up  Places  have  been 
found  quite  in  order  and  at  the  same  time  have  shown  evidence  of  frequent 
cleansing  and  whitewashing. 


I  am  glad  to  state  that  there  has  been  no  extension  of  the  Outbreak  of 
Glanders,  neither  has  any  outbreak  of  Swine  Fever  occurred  in  my  district 
during  the  year0
